JTPA participants who continued to receive services after the state implemented WIA
should not have been terminated from JTPA and should not have been included in the find
JTPA SPIR submission. Ingteed, these individuals will be reported in the firss WIA WIASRD
submission. This document provides specid indructions regarding WIASRD reporting for

these carryover individuas.

General Instructions

Retroactive data collection will not be required. However, states must convert relevant
SPIR itemsinto WIASRD items. The attached table provides a crosswak between WIASRD
items and codes and SPIR items and codes and provides additiond ingtructions on converting
SPIR itemsinto WIASRD items. For the most part, the Table rdates origind SPIR itemsto
WIASRD items. Inafew cases, Itemsfrom the PY 1998 (Optiond) SPIR Revison are dso

used. Item numbers for these revison items begin with “R”.

States should aso report WIASRD itemsthat are included in the state' s data system, but
not on the SPIR.

Genera proceduresinclude:

C Section | - Individual Characteristics. All itemswith a corresponding item in
the SPIR should be converted from the SPIR item according to the attached
ingructions. For items not on the SPIR and not in the state' s data system, please
leave the item blank (for example, if the data are not available leave the item blank,
do not record a‘no’).  Thereisno need to collect information thet is not available.

C Section Il - Activity and Services Information. States should convert SPIR
itemsinto WIASRD items according the attached ingtructions. In addition, all
activities and services received under WIA should be reported according to the
WIASRD ingructions.

C Section I11A and Section 111B - Program Outcomes. SPIR data should not be
used for any of theseitems. All outcomes should be reported according to the
WIASRD ingructions.

C Only individuals who actudly receive services under WIA are to be reported in the
firds WIASRD. If anindividua had not terminated from JTPA as of June 30, 2000



and did not receive aWIA service within 90 days of the last JTPA service, that
person should be reported as terminating from JTPA on June 30, 2000. These
individuals would then be included in the find SPIR submission.

Specific Ingtructions

C Date Fidds. All date fiddsinthe WIASRD areintheforma YYYYMMDD.
Datesin the SPIR arein MMDDYY (or MMDDYYYY) format. Thus, al date
fiddds must be converted to the new WIASRD format.

C Race and Ethnicity. With the WIASRD, race and ethnicity are split into two items;
these items were combined on the SPIR (SPIR Item 7). In addition, multiple races
are allowed on the WIASRD.

If the person's SPIR race/ethnicity is Hispanic ('3), WIASRD ethnicity (Item 105)
should be reported as Hispanic (‘1) and dl race fields (Items 106 to 110) should
be |eft blank (because the individua's race is not known).

If aperson's SPIR race/ethnicity is not Hispanic (other than '3'), the appropriate
race on the WIASRD should be reported as yes (‘1) in Items 106 to 110; the
other races should be reported as 'no’ ('2); and Ethnicity (Item 105) should be
reported as ‘ not Hispanic' ('2).

If SPIR racelethnicity is‘Adan or Pacific Idander’, report 1’ for yesin Item 107,

Asan, and leave Item 109, Hawaiian Native or other Pacific Idander, blank.
Report al other racefiddsas ‘'no'.

¢ Disability, Item 104. The WIASRD uses the opposite codes than in the SPIR (SPIR
Item 8). Codea‘l inthe WIASRD is those with adisability that is a substantial
barrier to employment, and a* 2 for those with adisability that is not a substantia
barrier to employment. Code a*3' for those that do have adisability (in the SPIR,
codes‘1' and ‘2 are reversed).

C Item 301, ETA-Assigned WIB/Statewide Code. The WIASRD uses adightly
different coding system than the SPIR. Report the code that applies for the person’s
participation under WIA. Thus, if theindividua’s JTPA SDA isnot the same asthe
local board under WIA, the WIA loca board code should be reported.

C Items 314 to 329, WIA Title | and partner program participation. Programsin which
the individua was concurrently enrolled under JTPA should be reported as ‘yes' to the
extent known. Participation in these programs after WIA begins should be reported
usng WIASRD ingructions.

C Training activities. The WIASRD trests training activities differently depending on the
funding stream.

a Items 333, 335 to 337, Adult Training Services. These items should be
converted from SPIR items only for adults and didocated workers. Item 332,



Date of Firgt Intensive Service, and Item 334, Established Individud Training
Account have no SPIR counterparts.

b. Items 340 to 345, Y outh activities. These items should be converted from
SPIR items only for youth. Items 343 to 345 have no SPIR counterpart.

These were Items
added to the SPIR in PY 1998. These items can beignored if the information is not available.
